SUPPLEMENTAL REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO OPTION-BENEFIT- BENEFIT 

AND OPTION CONTRACTS MADE BY THE SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE WITH 

THE APPROVAL OF THE PRESIDENT UNDER THE AGRICULTURAL ADJUSTMENT 
ACT. 


United States Department of Agriculture, 
Office of the Secretary. 


By virtue of the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture 
by the Agricultural Adjustment Act, approved May 12, 1933, as amended, I, 
Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture, do make, prescribe, publish, 
and give public notice of these regulations with the force and effect of 
law, to be in force and effect until amended or superseded by regulations 
hereafter made by the Secretary of Agriculture with the approval of the 
President under said act. 


(1) All producers of cotton, who, in written agreements with the 

Secretary of Agriculture, executed pursuant to the terms of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, approved May 12, 1933, as amended, have agreed to reduce 

the amount of cotton produced by them in 1953, shall on or before September 

18, 1933, effect such reduction in the amount of cotton produced by them in 

1933, by plowing under their plantings to the extent necessary to effect 

such reduction or by other equally effective means. 


(2) In the event that any such producer shall fail to perform the 
requirements of these regulations, any person deSignated under my authority 
may enter upon the lands embraced in the written agreement with me executed 
by such producer and take such action as may be necessary to take out of 
cotton production the acreage covered by said written agreement. 
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{3) Any and all cost incident to such action by any person 
designated under my authority shall be paid by the producer whose cotton 
is so taken out of production, and such payment shall be made on or before 
December 1, 1933, and if not so paid, shall be deductible from all benefit 
payments payable to such producer under the provisions of his written 
agreement with me.
